New . ..

You must disclose reportable transactions

If you were required to file federal Form 8886, Reportable
Transaction Disclosure Statement, with the Internal Revenue
Service, you must file a copy of Form 8886 with the Department
of Revenue. Similar requirements apply to material advisors who
are required to disclose a reportable transaction under Section
6111 of the Internal Revenue Code, if that reportable transaction
affects the taxpayer’s Wisconsin income or franchise tax liability.
See page 3 for details. Significant penalties may apply for
failure to disclose reportable transactions to the Department
of Revenue.

Tax Avoidance Transactions Voluntary Compliance Program

The Department will administer a Tax Avoidance Transactions
Voluntary Compliance Program from January 1, 2008 through
May 31, 2008. During this period, the Department will waive
penalties on previously unpaid taxes attributable to tax avoidance
transactions, including listed transactions that were required to
be reported on federal Form 8886. See page 4 for details.

Treatment of grantor trusts in composite returns

Generally, estates and trusts are no longer eligible to use a
composite income tax return (Form 1CNP) to report their
partnership income. However, if a grantor trust is not required to
file Form 1041 for federal income tax purposes, the grantor of
the trust is deemed to be the partner for purposes of eligibility for
Form 1CNP. See page 5 for details.

Partners may elect out of nonresident withholding

Generally, a partnership that has nonresident partners is subject
to a withholding tax, which is reported on Form PW-1. However,
a new law provided in 2007 Act 20 allows a nonresident to elect
out of the withholding by completing an affidavit in the form and
manner prescribed by the Department. Form PW-2 is the form to
be used for this affidavit. See page 4 for details.

File Form 3 electronically!

Form 3 is now available for electronic filing through the Federal/
State E-Filing Program. With approved third party software, you
may electronically file Form 3 along with other Wisconsin and
federal returns in a single submission. Or, you can use Federal/
State E-Filing to file Form 3 alone. For details and a list of

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Purpose of Form 3

Partnerships, including limited liability companies (LLCs) treated as
partnerships, use Form 3 to report their income, gains, losses, deduc-
tions, and credits. In addition to filing Form 3, partnerships may also be
required to file Form 3S to compute their recycling surcharge. For an
explanation of the surcharge, see page 4.

Definitions

Partner ship —A partnership is an association of two or more personsto
carry on as co-owners a trade or business for profit. The term “partner-
ship” includes a limited partnership, registered limited liability
partnership, syndicate, group, pool, joint venture, or other unincorpo-
rated organization, through or by means of which any business, financial
operation, or ventureis carried on, and is not, within the meaning of the
Wisconsin income tax law, a corporation, trust, estate, or sole propri-
etorship.

Limited Partnership — A limited partnership is formed under a state
limited partnership law and composed of at |east one general partner and
one or more limited partners.

Registered Limited Liability Partnership —A registered limited liabil-
ity partnership (LLP) is formed under Wisconsin limited liability
partnership law and registered under sec. 178.40, Wis. Stats. Generally,
apartnerinan LLPisn't personally liablefor the debts of the LLP or any
other partner.

Foreign Registered Limited Liability Partnership —A foreign limited
liability partnership isformed pursuant to an agreement governed by the
laws of a state other than Wisconsin or another country and registered
under the laws of that jurisdiction.

General Partner —A genera partner is a partner who is personally li-
able for partnership debts.

Limited Partner —A limited partner is a partner whose personal liabil-
ity for partnership debts is limited to the amount of money or other
property that the partner contributed or is required to contribute to the
partnership.

Note: A partner who has the authority to act for or bind the partnership
in any way or to participate in any way in the management or business
affairs of the partnership, or both, is deemed to be a general partner,
even if the person isdefined asalimited partner in the partnership agree-
ment.

Limited Liability Company —A limited liability company (LLC) isan
entity formed under state law by filing articles of organization as an
LLC. Unlike a partnership, none of the members of an LLC are person-
aly liable for its debts. However, members or other persons may be
personally liable for the payment of taxes based on their responsibilities
or actions. An LLC may be classified for federal income tax purposes as
a partnership, a corporation, or as an entity disregarded as a separate
entity from itsowner. If an LLC isclassified as a partnership for federal
income tax purposes, it is treated as a partnership for Wisconsin pur-
poses. An LLC classified asacorporation for federal incometax purposes
istreated asacorporation by Wisconsin. An LLC disregarded as a sepa-
rate entity for federal incometax purposesisalso disregarded asaseparate
entity for Wisconsin income tax purposes. For more information, obtain
Wisconsin Publication 119, Limited Liability Companies (LLCs).

Who Must File

Every partnership and limited liability company treated as a partnership
with income from Wisconsin sources, regardless of the amount, must

file Form 3. For example, apartnership must fileareturnif it hasincome
from—

» Business transacted in Wisconsin,

» Personal or professional services performed in Wisconsin,

* Real or tangible personal property located in Wisconsin,

* A covenant not to compete, if that covenant was based on a Wiscon-
sin-based activity, or

» Wisconsin lottery prizes, including income from the sale of or pur-
chase and subsequent sale or redemption of |ottery prizesif thewinning
tickets were originally bought in Wisconsin.

Exceptions:

* A syndicate, pool, joint venture, or similar organization that isn't re-
quired to file afederal partnership return because it has elected under
Internal Revenue Code (IRC) section 761(a) not to be treated as a
partnership for federal income tax purposes may make a similar elec-
tion for Wisconsin purposes. To make the election, attach a copy of
thefederal election statement to the Form 3 filed with the Department
of Revenue for the year of election.

If the Wisconsin election is made, the organization generally won’'t
have to file Form 3 except for the year of election. However, the De-
partment of Revenue may require the organization to file areturn so
that a partner’s Wisconsin tax liability may be computed.

» Publicly traded partnerships treated as corporations under IRC sec-
tion 7704 must file Wisconsin Form 4 or 5 instead of Form 3.

e Limited liability companiestreated as corporationsfor federal income
tax purposes must file Wisconsin Form 4 or 5 instead of Form 3.

» Singlemember limited liability companiesthat are disregarded as sepa-
rate entitiesunder |RC section 7701 are disregarded as separate entities
for Wisconsin purposes. The member is required to include the in-
come and expenses of the limited liability company on the member’s
return.

e Common trust funds are treated as fiduciaries under Wisconsin law
and must file Wisconsin Form 2 instead of Form 3.

Note: The Department of Revenue may require a partnership with Wis-
consinresident partnersto file aWisconsin partnership return even though
it has no Wisconsin business or income. For example, an out-of-state
partnership that does no business in Wisconsin, has no property in Wis-
consin, and has no income from Wisconsin sources may be requested to
file a partnership return to enable the Department of Revenue to com-
pute a Wisconsin resident partner’s Wisconsin tax liability.

Period Covered by Return

The return must cover the same period as the partnership’s federal in-
come tax return. File a2007 Wisconsin return for calendar year 2007 or
afiscal year that beginsin 2007.

If a partnership elects, under IRC section 444, to have a taxable year
other than arequired taxable year, that election also applies for Wiscon-
sin. Unlike for federal purposes, the partnership doesn’'t have to make a
required payment of tax as provided in IRC section 7519.

Accounting M ethods

Figure ordinary income by the accounting method regularly used in main-
taining the partnership’s books and records. The method may include
the cash receipts and disbursements method, an accrual method, or any
other method permitted by the Internal Revenue Code in effect for Wis-
consin. The method must clearly reflect income.

When and Whereto File Return

A partnership must fileits return with the Wisconsin Department of Rev-
enue, by the 15th day of the 4th month following the close of its taxable
year. File electronically through the Federal/State E-Filing Program.

If you choose to file Form 3 on paper, follow these mailing instructions
carefully:

» Donot fasten, staple or bind the pages of your return. Use paper
clipsinstead.

e |fyou aresubmitting multiplereturns, separatethem with colored
separ ator sheets.

* Use the mailing address shown on page 3 of the form.

Special Instructions for Partnerships Required to Disclose a
“Reportable Transaction”

If a partnership was required to file federal Form 8886, Reportable
Transaction Disclosure Satement, with the Interna Revenue Service
(IRS) and that form was required to be filed with the IRS after October
27, 2007, you must file a copy of Form 8886 with the Department of
Revenue within 60 days of the date you are required to fileit for federal
income tax purposes. Send a paper copy of Form 8886, separate from
your Form 3, to the following address: Wisconsin Department of
Revenue, Tax Shelters Program, P.O. Box 8958, Madison, Wl 53708-
8958.

Note: Seetheinstructionsto federal Form 8886 to determine if you are
required to file the form for federal purposes.

Special Instructionsfor Material Advisor sRequired to Disclose
a “Reportable Transaction”

A “material advisor” means any person who provides any material aid,
assistance, or advice with respect to organizing, managing, promoting,
selling, implementing, insuring, or carrying out any reportabletransaction
(as defined in the U.S. Treasury Regulations) and who, directly or
indirectly, derives gross income from providing such aid, assistance, or
advice in an amount that exceeds the threshold amount.
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For amaterial advisor providing adviceto an entity and not anindividual,
the “threshold amount” is any of the following:

» $25,000if thereportabletransactionisalisted transaction (as defined
in the U.S. Treasury Regulations)
* $250,000 if the reportable transaction is not a listed transaction

For amaterial advisor providing advice to an individual, the “threshold
amount” is any of the following:

* $10,000if thereportable transaction isalisted transaction (as defined
in the U.S. Treasury Regulations)
e $50,000 if the reportable transaction is not alisted transaction

A material advisor that is required to disclose areportable transaction to
the Internal Revenue Service after October 27, 2007, must file a copy of
the disclosure with the Department of Revenue within 60 days of the
dateitisrequired for federal incometax purposes, if the reportable trans-
action affects the taxpayer’s Wisconsin income or franchise tax liability.
For federal purposes, the form required for this disclosure is Form 8264
or 8918.

If you are required to file Form 8264 or 8918 for federal income tax
purposes and the reportable transaction to which the form rel ates affects
the taxpayer’s Wisconsin income or franchise tax liability, send a paper
copy, separate from Form 3, to the following address: Wisconsin De-
partment of Revenue, Tax Shelters Program, P.O. Box 8958, Madison,
WI 53708-8958.

CAUTION: 2007 Wisconsin Act 20 enacted significant penalties for
failure to disclose reportable transactions, including listed transactions,
to the Wisconsin Department of Revenue.

Extension of Timeto File

Any extension allowed by the Internal Revenue Service for filing the
federal return automatically extends the Wisconsin due date, provided
you attach a copy of the federal extension to your Wisconsin return. If
you aren’t requesting a federal extension, but you need additional time
to file your Wisconsin return, you may obtain an extension available to
partnerships under federal law. To receive the Wisconsin extension, you
must attach to the Wisconsin return you file a completed copy of the
appropriate federal extension application form or astatement explaining
which federal extension provision you are using.

Information Returns That May Be Required

Form 9b  Report of rents, royalties, and miscellaneous compensation
paid toindividuals.

Internal Revenue ServiceAdjustmentsand Amended Returns

If apartnership’s federal tax return is adjusted by the Internal Revenue
Service (IRS) and such adjustments affect the Wisconsin net tax pay-
able, the amount of a Wisconsin credit, a Wisconsin net operating l0ss
carryforward, or aWisconsin capital loss carryforward of a partner, you
must report such adjustments to the Department of Revenue within 90
days after they becomefinal.
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In addition, each partner must file an amended Wisconsin income tax
return reporting his, her, or its share of each adjustment made by the IRS
to the partnership return. Each partner must attach an amended Schedule
3K-1 to the amended return filed.

If the partnership and the partners file amended federal returns and the
changes affect the Wisconsin net tax payable, the amount of aWisconsin
credit, aWisconsin net operating loss carryforward, or a\Wisconsin capital
loss carryforward of apartner, both the partnership and the partners must
file amended Wisconsin returns with the Department of Revenue within
90 days after filing the amended federal returns.

Tofilean amended Wisconsin return, use Form 3 and check the“ Amended
return” box on thefront of the return. Attach an explanation of any changes
made. If the changeinvolves an item of income, deduction, or credit that
you were required to support with aform or schedule on your original
return, attach the corrected form or schedule. In addition, attach amended
Schedules 3K-1 and provide a copy to the partners to attach to their
amended Wisconsin returns.

Send a copy of thefinal federal audit reports and amended returnsto the
Wisconsin Department of Revenue, P.O. Box 8965, Madison, WI 53708-
8965. Do not attach these items to the return for the current year.

Note: If you need to amend a return to report unpaid tax that resulted
from a tax avoidance transaction, see the next section on the Tax
Avoidance Transactions Voluntary Compliance Program.

Tax Avoidance Transactions Voluntary Compliance Program

The Department of Revenue will waive all penalties relating to tax
avoidance transactions if those transactions are disclosed as specified in
this section. The penalty waiver includes the penalties enacted by 2007
Act 20 relating to disclosure of reportable transactions (sec. 71.81(3),
(4), and (5), Wis. Stats.)

A “tax avoidance transaction” is a plan, transaction or arrangement
devised for the principal purpose of avoiding federal or Wisconsinincome
or franchise tax. This includes a listed transaction as provided under
U.S. Treasury Regulations and may include atransaction that provides a
tax benefit for Wisconsin income or franchise tax purposes without
providing a similar benefit for federal income tax purposes.

If you were required to disclose a reportable transaction to the Internal
Revenue Service for a taxable year beginning before January 1, 2007,
and the reportable transaction to which the form relates affects your
Wisconsin tax liability for periods beginning on or after January 1,
2001, and if you have not previously disclosed this transaction to the
Department of Revenue by submitting a copy of Form 8886 with your
originally filed Wisconsin return, disclose the transaction by using the
Tax Avoidance Transactions Voluntary Compliance Program.

In order to participate, you must do the following:

¢ Complete an amended return for each period

e Complete Form WI-VCP (see page 2 for how to obtain forms)

* Make payment, in full, for the amount of unpaid tax attributable to
the tax avoidance transaction

e Submit the aboveitemsto the Department of Revenue at the following
address: Wisconsin Department of Revenue, Tax Shelters Program,
PO. Box 8958, Madison, Wl 53708-8958

To beeligiblefor the penalty waiver, amended returns must be postmarked
by May 31, 2008. For further information on this program, visit the
Department’s web site at www.revenue.wi.gov.

Recycling Surchar ge

Partnerships, including limited liability companies (LLCs) treated as
partnerships, must pay the recycling surcharge if they —

* Must file aWisconsin partnership return, Form 3,

 Deriveincomefrom business transacted, property located, or services
performed in Wisconsin, and

» Have $4 million or more of gross receipts for federal income tax pur-
poses.

“Gross Receipts’ are total receipts or sales from all trade or business
activities or farming reportable by partnerships for federal income tax
purposes, before deducting returns and allowances or any other business
expenses. Gross receipts include the sum of the following amounts re-
portable on federal Form 1065 or its accompanying schedules:

» Gross receipts or sales reportable on federal Form 1065, line 1a,
Gross receipts passed through from other partnerships and fiduciaries,
The gross sales price from the sale or disposition of business assets,
Gross receipts from the rental of real or tangible personal property,
Gross receipts includable in computing other income or loss on fed-
eral Form 1065, line 7, and
e The total receipts or sales from federal Schedule F, Profit or Loss
From Farming.

Note: When determining gross receipts, include interest and dividends
from trade or business activities, such asinterest and dividends received
by partnerships that are dealers or traders in securities.

Syndicates, pools, joint ventures, or similar organizations that aren’t re-
quired to file Wisconsin partnership returns because they have elected
not to be treated as partnerships under |RC section 761(a) aren’t subject
to the recycling surcharge.

Single-owner LLCs that are disregarded as separate entities are not re-
quired to file Form 3S. The owner isrequired to include the income and
expenses of the disregarded entity when computing the owner’s surcharge
due.

Partnerships figure the recycling surcharge on Form 3S, which must be
filed by the due date, including extensions, for filing Form 3. However,
the recycling surcharge must be paid by the 15th day of the 4th month
following the close of the taxable period, regardless of the due date of
the return.

Caution: Don’t mail Form 3S with Form 3. The forms are to be mailed
to different addresses.

If apartnership’s recycling surcharge is $200 or more, it generally must
make estimated surcharge installment paymentsusing Form 3S-ES or by
electronic funds transfer. Failure to make the required estimated sur-
charge payments may result in an interest charge. Use Form 3U,
Underpayment of Estimated Recycling Surcharge by Partnerships, to
figure the amount of interest owed.

For more information, see Publication 400, Wisconsin's Recycling Sur-
charge.

Withholding Requirement for Partnerships Having Nonresident
Partners

In general, a partnership that has one or more nonresident partners is
required to withhold income or franchise tax on the income allocable to
the nonresident partners.



General Instructions (continued)

A nonresident partner includes an individual who is not domiciled in
Wisconsin; apartnership, limited liability company, or corporation whose
commercial domicileisoutside Wisconsin; and an estate or trust that isa
nonresident under sec. 71.14(1) to (3m), Wis. Stats.

Exceptions: Withholding isnot required on behalf of thefollowing non-
resident partners or members:

e A partner or member who is not otherwise subject to Wisconsin in-
come or franchise tax (such as a 501(c)(3) organization with no
unrelated business taxable income).

e A partner or member whose share of income from the partnership is
less than $1,000.

e A partner or member who completes Form PW-2, \Wisconsin Nonresi-
dent Partner, Member, Shareholder, or Beneficiary Withholding
Exemption Affidavit, and provides Part 2 of Form PW-2 to the part-
nership. The completed Form PW-2 must be pre-approved by the
Department of Revenue. See the Form PW-2 instructions for details.

The partnership uses Form PW-1, Wisconsin Nonresident Income or
Franchise Tax Withholding on Pass-Through Entity Income, to pay the
withholding. The following partnerships are not required to file Form
PW-1:

A partnership for which all nonresident partners or members are ex-
empt from withhol ding because each nonresident hasless than $1,000
of income from the partnership or is exempt from income and fran-
chise taxation.

e Ajoint venturethat has elected not to betreated as a partnership under
section 761 of the Internal Revenue Code.

« A publicly traded partnership, as defined under section 7704(b) of the
Internal Revenue Code, if the entity fileswith the Department of Rev-
enue an information return reporting the name, address, taxpayer
identification number and any other information requested by the
Department. The Wisconsin Schedules 3K-1 filed with Form 3 are
sufficient information returns for purposes of this exception.

Form PW-1 is due with payment by the 15th day of the 4th month fol-
lowing the close of the partnership’s taxable year. See the Form PW-1
instructions for details of the filing procedures.

Composite Return for Nonresident Partners

A partnership that operates in Wisconsin and has two or more nonresi-
dent partners who derive no taxable income or deductible loss from
Wisconsin other than their distributive shares of the partnership’s Wis-
consinincome or loss may file acomposite individual incometax return
on behalf of those partners. The partnership files this return on Form
1CNP.
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A partner may not participate in this composite return if —

e Thepartner isapartnership, corporation, LL C treated as apartnership
or corporation, an estate or a trust. However, if a grantor trust is not
required to file Form 1041 for federal income tax purposes, the grantor
of the trust is deemed to be the partner for purposes of eligibility for
Form 1CNP. Likewise, amember of asingle member LLC treated asa
disregarded entity is deemed to be the partner for purposes of Form
1CNPé€ligibility.

e The partner files his or her individual income tax return on a fiscal
year basis.

e The partner is aWisconsin resident during any part of 2007.

e The partner derivestaxableincome from Wisconsinin 2007 other than
his or her distributive share of partnership income or loss from one
partnership.

» The partner wishes to claim any tax credits, amounts deductible as
itemized deductions, or the Internal Revenue Code Section 199 de-
duction for qualified domestic production activities income.

Each qualifying and participating partner’s distributive share of partner-
ship income or loss for a partnership’s taxable year ending between
January 31, 2007, and December 31, 2007, is reported on a 2007 Form
1CNP. The composite return replaces the separate 2007 Wisconsin indi-
vidual income tax returns that otherwise would be filed by each of the
qualifying and participating nonresident partners. The 2007 Form 1CNP
isdueApril 15, 2008.

Wisconsin Use Tax

Usetax isthe counterpart of salestax. All tangible personal property and
selected services, taxable under Wisconsin's sales tax law, which are
stored, used, or consumed in Wisconsin, are subject to use tax if the
proper salestax isnot paid. Examples of purchasesthat frequently result
in ause tax liability include the following:

» Mail order and Internet purchases. You owe Wisconsin use tax if you
buy such items as computers, furniture, or office suppliesfrom aven-
dor who is not registered to collect Wisconsin tax.

 Inventory. If you purchase inventory items without tax for resale, and
then use these items instead of selling them, you owe use tax.

* Give-aways. Generally, if you purchase items without tax and then
give them away in Wisconsin, you owe use tax.

If you hold a seller’s permit, use tax certificate, or consumer’s use tax
certificate, report your usetax on your sales and use tax return, Form ST-
12. Otherwise, complete and file Form UT-5 to report use tax.

If the partnership terminated, enter the
termination date as the ending date.

m Nameand Address—Using black ink, print or type the partnership’s
name and address.
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m A. Federal Employer ldentification Number — Enter the
partnership’s federal employer identification number (EIN).

m B. BusinessActivity (NAICS) Code— Enter the partnership’s prin-
cipa business activity code, based on the North American Industry
Classification System (NAICS), from your federal return.

m C. Sate of Formation and Year — Enter the 2-letter postal abbre-
viation for the state (or name of the foreign country) under whose laws
the partnership was organized and the year of formation.

m D. Entity Type — Check the box indicating which type of entity is
filing thisreturn.

m J. Form 3SRequired —Check the box if the entity has $4 million or
more of gross receipts, as defined on page 4. If so, the entity isrequired
to file Form 3S and pay the recycling surcharge.

m K. Number of Partners— Enter the total number of partners that
the partnership had during the taxable year. Also enter the total number
of nonresident partners that the partnership had during the taxable year,
including individuals, estates, and trusts not domiciled in Wisconsin
and other partnerships, limited liability companies, and corporations
whose commercial domicileis not in Wisconsin.

IMPORTANT —The Wisconsin partnership law is based on the federal
Internal Revenue Code (IRC). However, Wisconsin income must befig-
ured using the Internal Revenue Code as amended to December 31, 2006,
with the exceptions listed below. The Internal Revenue Code generally
appliesfor Wisconsin purposes at the sametime asfor federal purposes.

Computing Federal Incomefor Wisconsin Purposes

The computation of federal income for Wisconsin purposes for taxable
years beginning in 2007 is the Internal Revenue Code as amended to
December 31, 2006, with certain exceptions. Federal |aw changes enacted
after December 31, 2006 do not apply for Wisconsin purposes, including
the Small Business and Work Opportunity Act (PL. 110-28) enacted
May 25, 2007.

Caution: Wisconsin has not adopted any of the provisions of PL. 109-
432, Tax Relief and Health Care Act (TRHCA), enacted December 20,
2006.

Line-by-Line Instructions (continued

You must report any differences between federal income and income for
Wisconsin purposes in Schedule 3K, column c. For differencesrelating
to depreciation and amortization, you must attach schedules detailing
the differences between the federal and Wisconsin computations.

As of December 31, 2007, the following federal law changes do not
apply for Wisconsin franchise and income tax purposes:

Small business stock. For federal purposes, an exclusion isallowed for
50% of the gain from the sale or exchange of qualified small business
stock issued after August 10, 1993 and held for more than 5 years (sec.
13113 of PL. 103-66). For Wisconsin purposes, this section does not

apply.

Installment method for accrual basistaxpayers. For federal purposes,
accrual basis taxpayers may report income from an installment sale un-
der theinstallment method (P.L. 106-573). For Wisconsin purposes, ac-
crual basis taxpayers cannot use the installment method. Gain from the
sale of property must be recognized the year of the sale. This does not
apply to dispositions of property used or produced in farming or for
certain dispositions of timeshares or residential lots.

Increase in section 179 expensing. For federal purposes, the amount
that may be expensed under sec. 179, IRC is $125,000, the phase-out
threshold is $500,000, and off-the-shelf computer software is consid-
ered qualifying property. (sec. 101 of PL. 109-222, sec. 202 of PL.
108-27, sec. 8212 of PL.110-28). For Wisconsin purposes, the amount
that may be expensed under sec. 179 is limited to $25,000, the phase-
out threshold is $200,000, and off-the-shelf computer software is not
qualifying property.

Health savingsaccounts. For federal purposes, certain individuals may
establish health savings accounts. A deduction is allowed for contribu-
tions to the account. Amounts contributed by an employer to an
employee’s account are excluded from the employee’s gross income.
(PL. 108-173, P.L. 109-432). For Wisconsin purposes, the health sav-
ings accounts provisions do not apply.

Schedule 3K is a summary schedule of all the partners’ shares of the
partnership’s income, deductions, credits, etc., as computed under Wis-
consin law, similar to federal Schedule K. When completing this
schedule, round amountsto thenearest dollar. Enter amountsaswhole
dollarsonly.

m Column b. Federal amount — Enter the applicable amounts from
federal Schedule K in column b of Schedule 3K. For dividends and the
net long-term capital gain (loss) items reported on lines 6 and 9, use the
totals for the year from federal Schedule K.

m Column c. Adjustment — Enter in column ¢ any adjustments neces-
sary to arrive at the amount of any partnership item under Wisconsin
law. Be sureto attach to Form 3 an explanation of any adjustments
in column c.
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Caution: Don’t make any adjustments on Schedule 3K to exclude a
nonresident or part-year resident partner’s share of partnership items
that are attributable to business transacted outside Wisconsin, ser-
vices performed outside Wisconsin, or real or tangible personal
property located outside Wisconsin and aren’t taxable or deductible
for Wisconsin purposes. These adjustmentswill be made on the Sched-
ule 3K-1 of each affected partner, as described in the instructions for
Schedule 3K-1 that follow.

In addition, don’t make any adjustments on Schedule 3K (or on Sched-
ule 3K-1) for an individual, estate, or trust partner’s 60% capital
gain deduction or capital loss limitation. Instead, each partner will
computeits own capital gain deduction or losslimitation on Wscon-
sin Schedule WD.

m Column d. Wisconsin amount — Combine the amount in column b
with any adjustment in column ¢ and enter the result in column d.

m Lines1through 4, 6 through 13, 16, 17, and 20. Additions to or
subtractions from federal amounts may be required for the following
items:

1. Adjustments required because a federal law doesn’t apply for Wis-
CONSin purposes

You must make an adjustment if an amount in column b isfigured under
a provision of federal law that doesn't apply for Wisconsin purposes.
Thismay occur if afederal provision is excluded from the definition of
“Internal Revenue Code” for Wisconsin purposes or if a federal law
change becomes effective for Wisconsin at a different time than feder-
aly. These adjustments are often called “ Schedule | adjustments’ because
individuals must report them on Wisconsin Schedule |I. Examples of
Schedule | adjustments include the following:

¢ Certain federal law changes enacted before December 31, 2006, and
any changes enacted after that date don’t apply for Wisconsin pur-
poses. See page 6 for details.

» For assetsfirst placed in servicein taxable years beginning on or after
January 1, 2001, you must compute depreciation or amortization un-
der the Internal Revenue Code as amended to December 31, 2000.

¢ For qualified property acquired after September 10, 2001, you may
not claim the federal 30% bonus depreciation. The 50% additional
first-year depreciation deduction may not be claimed for 50% bonus
property acquired after May 5, 2003.

¢ An asset placed in service before 2007 must continue to be depreci-
ated or amortized under the method allowabl e for Wisconsin purposes
for the year in which it was placed in service.

e An adjustment is required in the year of the disposition of an asset if
its basis differs for federal and Wisconsin purposes due to a law dif-
ferencein aprior year.

2. Adjustments required because different elections are made for fed-
eral and Wisconsin purposes

Examples of different electionsinclude the following:

» For assetsplaced in service in taxabl e years beginning before January
1, 2001, a partnership could compute depreciation or amortization
under either the Internal Revenue Codein effect for theyear for which
the return was filed or the Internal Revenue Code as amended to a
specific date, at the taxpayer’s option. An asset placed in service be-
fore 2001 must continue to be depreciated or amortized under the
method elected for Wisconsin purposes for the year in which it was
placed in service.

e For property placed in service after December 31, 1982, a taxpayer
that claimed investment tax credit for federal purposes could either
(a) claim the full 10% credit and reduce the depreciable basis of the
property by one-half of the credit, or (b) in the case of regular invest-
ment tax credit property, claim areduced credit and depreciate thefull
cost of the property. A partnership that claimed the regular investment
tax credit and reduced the depreciable basis of the property for federal
purposes could compute depreciation on the full (unreduced) basis of
the property for Wisconsin purposes.

* Wages that aren’t deductible for federal purposes because they were
used in computing the federal work opportunity tax credit may be
deducted for Wisconsin purposes.

3. Adjustments required for modifications prescribed in Wisconsin law

Most modifications required to figure a partner’s Wisconsin net income
are computed by that partner rather than at the partnership level. This
includes many of the modifications prescribed in sec. 71.05(6) to (12),
(19), and (20), Wis. Stats. However, several types of modifications may
be reportable by the partnership in column c. The following modifica-
tions are additions to ordinary income reportable on line 1, column c:

Tax credits computed by the partnership that are required to be added
back to income, including the following:

Dairy and livestock farm investment credit
Development zones credits

Technology zone credit

Internet equipment credit

Enterprise zone jobs credit

Dairy manufacturing facility investment credit

Certain differences in Wisconsin and federal depreciation that existed
before 1987 are treated as modifications. For example, federal ACRS
deductions weren't available for Wisconsin purposes for the following
property placed in service during the 1986 taxable year: (a) residential
real property, and (b) property used in farming, asdefined in IRC section
464(e)(1), if the taxpayer’s nonfarm Wisconsin adjusted gross income
or gross farm profit exceeded specified amounts. Instead, such property
had to be depreciated under a method permitted in the Internal Revenue
Code as amended to December 31, 1980. This property must continue to
be depreciated for Wisconsin purposes under the December 31, 1980,
Internal Revenue Code.

In addition, certain basis differences are treated as modifications. For
example, for Wisconsin purposes, property taxes paid on vacant land
had to be capitalized for 1964 and prior taxable years. A transitional
adjustment must be made for this basis difference upon disposition of
the property. Recompute the gain or loss on federal Form 4797 or fed-
eral Schedule D, as appropriate, by substituting the Wisconsin basis for
the federal basis. Show the difference as a modification in column c.

m Linesb, 18a, and 20c. Additionsto or subtractions from the federal
amounts may be required for the following items.

« If theinterestincome reported on line 5, column b, includes any inter-
est from obligations of the United States government and its
instrumentalities, identify this amount on a separate schedule for line
20c. Do not subtract this amount on Schedule 3K, line 5, column c.

« If the tax-exempt interest income reported on line 18a, column b, in-
cludes any interest that is exempt for federal purposes but taxable by
Wisconsin, such as state and local government bond interest, report
this amount as an addition on line 5, column ¢, and as a subtraction
on line 18a, column c.

m Lines 18b and 18c. Additions to or subtractions from the federal
amounts may be required for the following items.

Line-by-Line Instructions (continued)

» Income reported on line 18b that is exempt for federal purposes but
taxable by Wisconsin is shown as a subtraction in column c. If more
income is nontaxable for Wisconsin purposes than for federal pur-
poses, show the additional amount of exempt income as an addition.
The amount under Wisconsin law in column d is the amount of tax-
exempt income for Wisconsin purposes.

» Expenses on line 18c that are nondeductible federally but deductible
for Wisconsin purposes are shown as subtractionsin column c. If more
expenses are nondeductible for Wisconsin purposes than for federal
purposes, show the additional amount of nondeductible expenses as
an addition. The amount under Wisconsin law in column d isthe non-
deductible expense for Wisconsin purposes.

Enter, in column d, the available dairy and livestock farm
investment credit from Wisconsin Schedule DI, line 7. Partnerships that
pay for certain modernization or expansion of their dairy or livestock
farm in Wisconsin may compute this credit and pass it through to their
partners. Attach Schedule DI to the Form 3 filed with the Department.

Enter, in column d, the available devel opment zones credit
from Wisconsin Schedule DC, line 5. Partnerships that are certified by
the Wisconsin Department of Commerce based on qualifying activities
in certain zonesin Wisconsin may computethiscredit and passit through
to their partners. See the instructionsto Schedule DC for details. Attach
Schedule DC to the Form 3 filed with the Department.

m Linel5c. Enter, in column d, the available devel opment opportunity
zone investment credit from Schedule DC, line 13. Partnershipsthat are
certified by the Wisconsin Department of Commerce based on qualify-
ing activitiesin certain zones in Wisconsin may compute this credit and
passit through to their partners. See the instructions to Schedule DC for
details. Attach Schedule DC to the Form 3 filed with the Department.

m Line 15d. Enter, in column d, the available development opportu-
nity zone or agricultural or airport development zone capital investment
credit from Schedule DC, line 21. Partnerships that are certified by the
Wisconsin Department of Commerce based on qualifying activities in
certain zones in Wisconsin may compute this credit and passit through
to their partners. See the instructions to Schedule DC for details. Attach
Schedule DC to the Form 3 filed with the Department.

m Line 15e. Enter, in column d, the available technology zone credit
from Wisconsin Schedule TC, line 6. Partnerships that are certified by
the Wisconsin Department of Commerce based on qualifying activities
in certain zonesin Wisconsin may computethiscredit and passit through
to their partners. See the instructions to Schedule TC for details. Attach
Schedule TC to the Form 3 filed with the Department.

m Line 15f. Enter, in column d, the available early stage seed invest-
ment credit from Schedule VC, line 10. Partnerships making payments
to aqualified fund manager for investment in a qualified new business
venture may compute this credit if they apply to the Wisconsin Depart-
ment of Commerce. Seetheinstructionsto ScheduleV C for details. Attach
Schedule VC to the Form 3 filed with the Department.

m Line 15g. Enter, in column d, the available angel investment credit
from Schedule VC, line 4. Networks of individuals who directly invest
inaqualified new business venture may computethiscredit if they apply
to theWisconsin Department of Commerce. Seetheinstructionsto Sched-
ule VC for details. Attach Schedule VC to the Form 3 filed with the
Department.

m Line15h. Enter, in column d, the available supplement to the federal
historic rehabilitation tax credit from Wisconsin Schedule HR, line 5.
Partnerships that rehabilitate certified historic structureslocated in Wis-
consin and used for business purposes may compute this credit if they
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apply to the Wisconsin Historical Society. Seetheinstructionsto Sched-
ule HR for details. Attach Schedule HR to the Form 3 filed with the
Department.

m Linel5i. Enter, in column d, the available Internet equipment credit
from Wisconsin Schedule IE, line 3. Partnerships that obtained a sales
tax exemption from the Department of Commerce for Internet equipment
used in the broadband market may computethiscredit. Seetheinstructions
to Schedule | E for details. Attach Schedule |E to the Form 3 filed with
the Department. Caution: You may not compute this credit for 2007 if
your 2007 taxable year begins before July 1, 2007.

m Linel5j. Enter, in columnd, the avail able enterprise zonejobs credit
from Schedule EC, line 16. Partnershipsthat are certified by the Wisconsin
Department of Commerce based on qualifying activities in an area
designated as a Wisconsin enterprise zone may compute this credit and
passit through to their partners. See the instructions to Schedule EC for
details. Attach Schedule EC to the Form 3 filed with the Department.
Caution: You may not compute this credit for 2007 if your 2007 taxable
year begins before July 1, 2007.

m Line 15k. Enter, in column d, the available dairy manufacturing
facility investment credit from Schedule DM, line 6. Partnerships that
modernize or expand a dairy manufacturing facility in Wisconsin and
apply to the Wisconsin Department of Commerce may computethiscredit
and pass it through to their partners. See the instructions to Schedule
DM for details. Attach Schedule DM to the Form 3 filed with the
Department.

m Line15l. If the partnership does business in another state and either
the partnership or its partnersmust pay anincometax on the partnership’s
income earned there, Wisconsin resident partners may be able to claim
credit on their individual income tax returns for their pro rata shares of
thetax paid. Credit isallowed only if theincome taxed by the other state
is considered taxable income by Wisconsin.

Fill inline 15! if —

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Schedule 3K-1 — Partner’s Share of Income,
Deductions, Credits, etc.

Schedule 3K-1 shows each partner’s share of the partnership’s income,
deductions, credits, etc., which have been summarized on Schedule 3K.
Like Schedule 3K, Schedule 3K-1 requires an entry for the federal
amount, adjustment, and amount determined under Wisconsin law of
each applicable partnership item. In addition, Schedule 3K-1 for a non-
resident or part-year resident partner requires a separate entry for the
amount of each share item attributable to Wisconsin.

Prepare a Schedule 3K-1 for each individual or entity that was a partner
in the partnership at any time during the partnership’s taxable year. At-
tach acopy of each partner’s Schedule 3K-1 to the Form 3 filed with the
Department. Keep a copy as part of the partnership’s records, and give
each partner his, her, or its own separate copy. Schedule 3K-1 must be
prepared and given to each partner on or before the day on which Form
3isfiled. In addition, give each partner a copy of the “ Partner’s Instruc-
tions for 2007 Schedule 3K-1.”

Since the Wisconsin Schedule 3K-1 replaces the federal Schedule K-1,
a partnership doesn’'t have to also file a federal Schedule K-1 for each
partner with Form 3.

Column b — Federal amount. The federal amount is the partner’s share
of the amount from Wisconsin Schedule 3K, column b, and should agree
with the amount for that item reported on the partner’s federal Schedule
K-1.

Column ¢ — Adjustment. The adjustment is the partner’s share of the
amount from Wisconsin Schedule 3K, column c. Note: On an attached
schedule, explain the reason for any adjustment in column c. If the dif-
ference arises because a federal law change has not been adopted by
Wisconsin, identify it asa*“ Schedule | adjustment.” Individual partners
must account for this difference on Wisconsin Schedule |.

Column d — Amount under Wisconsin law. The amount under Wisconsin
law is the partner’s share of the amount from Wisconsin Schedule 3K,
column d. Thisisthe amount used in computing Wisconsin income by —

« A full-year resident of Wisconsin.
A corporation or another partnership that is a partner.
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Column e — Wisconsin source amount. Fill in this column only for a
nonresident or part-year resident of Wisconsin. The Wisconsin source
amount is that portion of a nonresident or part-year resident partner’s
amount from Wisconsin Schedule 3K -1, column d, that is attributable to
Wisconsin. If the partnership is doing business in and outside Wiscon-
sin, this generally will be the amount from column d multiplied by the
partnership’s apportionment percentage from item N. Do not fill in col-
umn e for a partner who is a full-year resident of Wisconsin, a
corporation, or another partnership.

A. Corporations and Other Partnerships

A corporation’s or another partnership’s amount under Wisconsin law in
column d of each item of income, loss, or deduction isthe amount deter-
mined under Wisconsin law before apportionment or separate accounting.
A corporation that is a partner generally combines its share of the part-
nership items with its own items of income, loss, and deduction. The
corporation includes its share of the numerator and denominator of the
partnership’s apportionment factors in the numerator and denominator
of its own apportionment factors. The corporation then multiplies its
total apportionableincome by the resulting apportionment percentage to
determine its income attributable to Wisconsin.

Note: Income from a partnership may be nontaxable under the prin-
ciples of the U.S Supreme Court decision in Allied-Signal v. Director,
Div. of Taxation, 504 U.S. 768 (1992), if the investment is passive and
does not serve an operational function. Inthiscase, the corporation would
not include its share of the partnership’s items of income, loss, and de-
duction in its apportionable income and its share of the partnership’s
apportionment factors in the numerator and denominator of its appor-
tionment factors.

Another partnership that is a partner combines its share of the partner-
shipitemswith its own items of income, loss, and deduction that it passes
through to its partners. Similarly, the partnership includes its share of
the numerator and denominator of the reporting partnership’s apportion-
ment factorsin the numerator and denominator of its own apportionment
factors.

Combinethe amountsin column b with any adjustmentsin column c and
enter the resultsin column d. The amounts on Schedule 3K-1, column d,
represent the partner’s share of the amount determined under Wisconsin
law for each item. Do not fill in column e.

B. Individual, Estate, and Trust Full-Year Residents of Wisconsin

All partnership income of full-year Wisconsin residents is taxable re-
gardless of the situs of the partnership or the nature of the income from
the partnership, such as businessincome, serviceincome, or professional
income, unless otherwise exempt (such as United States government in-
terest). This applies to both general partners and limited partners.

Therefore, a Wisconsin resident partner’s share of the adjustment and
amount determined under Wisconsin law for each item is the partner’s
proportionate share of the adjustment and amount under Wisconsin law
shown on Schedule 3K. Do not fill in column e. See the example on

page 14.
C. Individual, Estate, and Trust Nonresidents of Wisconsin

A nonresident partner’s share of the partnership’s income derived from
business transacted in Wisconsin, services performed in Wisconsin, or
real or tangible personal property located in Wisconsin is taxable by
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Wisconsin. Gains and losses resulting from sales of stocks, bonds, or
other intangibles which are passed through to nonresident partnersaren’t
taxable by Wisconsin. Business income is taxable whether or not the
individual partner conducts business in Wisconsin. This applies to both
general partners and limited partners.

Caution: Regardless of any provision in the partnership agreement, a
nonresident partner must limit the amount of his or her non-Wisconsin
income to the same percentage that the partnership’s non-Wisconsin in-
comeisto al itsincome. In addition, a nonresident partner must limit
the amount of his or her Wisconsin losses or deductions to the same
percentage that the partnership’s Wisconsin losses or deductions are to
all itslosses or deductions. The characterization in a partnership agree-
ment of payments to nonresident partners as salary, or asinterest for the
use of capital, can’t affect the determination of whether such payments
are derived from Wisconsin sources.

However, partnership income derived from personal services, including
professional services, istaxableto anonresident partner only if that non-
resident partner personally performs services in Wisconsin. The amount
of personal service income attributable to the nonresident partner’s ser-
vices performed in Wisconsin is taxable.

Example 1. Two nonresident individuals are partners of a partnership
that does business only in Wisconsin. Both nonresidents are taxed on
their entire share of the partnership income for Wisconsin income tax
purposes.

Example 2. A nonresident is one of two equal partners of a partnership
that does business in Wisconsin and Illinois. The partnership derives
40% of its income from business activities in Wisconsin and 60% from
business activities in lllinois. The Wisconsin resident partner operates
the Wisconsin business. The nonresident partner operates the Illinois
business. The Wisconsin resident is taxed on one-half of the total part-
nership income for Wisconsin income tax purposes. The nonresident is
taxed on one-half of the 40% of the partnership income attributable to
business activities in Wisconsin.

Example 3. A nonresident is a limited partner, with a 1% interest in
partnership profits, of apartnership that derivesincome from real estate
located in Wisconsin and in other states. The nonresident limited partner
is taxed on 1% of the partnership income attributable to the real estate
located in Wisconsin.

Example 4. A nonresident is a partner, with a 10% interest in partner-
ship profits, of a certified public accounting firm that operates in and
outside Wisconsin. One-fourth of the partnership’s income is attribut-
able to professional services performed in Wisconsin and three-fourths
is attributable to professional services performed in other states. The
nonresident partner doesn’t personally perform any services in Wiscon-
sin. The nonresident isn’t subject to Wisconsin income tax on his or her
proportionate share of the partnership income earned in Wisconsin.

If the partnership’s entireincomeis derived from business transacted or
property located in Wisconsin, a nonresident partner’s share of the ad-
justment and amount determined under Wisconsin law of each item is
the partner’s proportionate share of the adjustment and amount under
Wisconsin law shown on Schedule 3K, columns ¢ and d, respectively.
Enter the amount from column d in column e.

If the partnership derives income from business transacted or property
located in and outside Wisconsin, a nonresident partner’s Wisconsin
source amount in column e of each item is the partner’s amount deter-
mined under Wisconsin law from column d that is attributable to
Wisconsin based on apportionment or separate accounting, as appropriate.
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If the partnership is a unitary, multistate business, compute the nonresi-
dent partner’s Wisconsin source amount in column e of each item by
multiplying the amount under Wisconsin law in column d for that item
by the apportionment percentage from item N. Seethe example on page
14.

If the partnership has nonapportionable income (loss) on Form 4B, line
5, compute the nonresident partner’s Wisconsin source amount in col-
umn e of any affected item by multiplying the amount of the
nonapportionable item from Schedule 3K-1, column d, that is attributed
to Wisconsin on Form 4B by the partner’s proportionate share.

If the partnership is a nonunitary, multistate business, compute the Wis-
consin source amount in column e of each item by multiplying the
amount from Schedule 3K-1, column d, that is allocated to Wisconsin
on a schedule similar to Form 4C by the nonresident partner’s propor-
tionate share.

If the partnership derives its income from personal services, a nonresi-
dent partner’s Wisconsin source amount in column eisequal to thevalue
of the services he or she personally performed in Wisconsin. If the non-
resident partner didn’t personally perform any services in Wisconsin,
the Wisconsin source amount in column e for that partner is zero.

Note: The partner uses the information from Schedule 3K-1, column d,
to calculate the Wisconsin basis in the partnership.

D. Individual Part-Year Residents of Wisconsin

Individualswho are part-year residents of Wisconsin must report to Wis-
consin —

e All partnership income or loss, regardless of where it is earned or
incurred, while they were residents of Wisconsin, and

e All partnership income or loss derived from business transacted in
Wisconsin, personal services they personally performed in Wiscon-
sin, or real or tangible personal property |ocated in Wisconsin, while
they were nonresidents of Wisconsin.

If the partnership’s entire income is derived from business transacted or
property located in Wisconsin, apart-year resident partner’s share of the
adjustment and amount under Wisconsin law of each itemisthe partner’s
proportionate share of the adjustment and amount determined under Wis-
consin law shown on Schedule 3K, columns ¢ and d, respectively. Enter
the amount from column d in column e.

If the partnership derivesincome from activities in and outside Wi scon-
sin, apart-year resident partner computes the Wisconsin source amount
in column e of each item in two parts: one for the portion of the
partnership’s taxable year that the partner was a resident of Wisconsin
and one for the portion of the partnership’s taxable year that the partner
was a nonresident of Wisconsin. For this purpose, the amount of any
share item is determined on a daily basis. That is, every share item is
allocated between the periods during which the partner was aresident or
nonresident based on the number of days during the partnership’s tax-
able year that the partner was a resident or nonresident of Wisconsin.
The partner’s share of an item for each period (resident or nonresident)
isfigured in the same manner as that of full-year residents and nonresi-
dents, respectively. See the example on page 14.

A. Corporations and Other Partnerships

A corporation’s or another partnership’s amount under Wisconsin law in
column d is the amount determined under Wisconsin law before appor-

tionment or separate accounting. Combine the amountsin column b with
any adjustments in column ¢ and enter the results in column d. The
amounts on Schedule 3K -1, column d, should be the amounts from Sched-
ule 3K multiplied by the partner’s profit and | oss percentage. Do not fill
in column e. If the interest income on line 5 includes interest from U.S.
government obligations in column b, report the amount of this interest
on line 20.

B. Full-Year Residents of Wisconsin

Generally, intangible income, such as interest and dividends, passed
through to partners who are full-year Wisconsin residents is taxable.
However, the amount of interest on United States government obliga-
tionsincluded on line 5, column d, is not taxable for Wisconsin income
tax purposes and is reported on line 20. Interest on state and local gov-
ernment bonds generally is exempt for federal purposes but taxable by
Wisconsin. Show the amount of state and local government bond inter-
est that is taxable by Wisconsin as an addition on line 5, column ¢, and
as a subtraction on line 18a, column c.

Enter the partner’s proportionate share of the adjustment and amount
determined under Wisconsin law shown on Schedule 3K. Do not fill in
column e. See the example on page 14.

C. Nonresidents of Wisconsin

Intangible income, such as interest and dividends, passed through to a
nonresident partner who is an individual generally isn't taxable by Wis-
consin. This applies to both general partners and limited partners.

For income reported on lines 5, 6, and 18a, the adjustment in column ¢
and the amount determined under Wisconsin law in column d are the
nonresident partner’s proportionate share of the amounts from Schedule
3K. For lines 5 and 6, the Wisconsin source amount to report in column
e is zero. For line 18a, do not fill in column e. See the example on

page 14.

D. Part-Year Residents of Wisconsin

Individualswho are part-year residents of Wisconsin must report to Wis-
consinintangibleincome, such asinterest and dividends, passed through
whilethey were Wisconsin residents. The intangible incomeisallocated
between the periods during which the partner was aresident or nonresi-
dent based on the number of days during the partnership’s taxable year
that the partner was aresident or nonresident of Wisconsin. This applies
whether the partnership operated solely in Wisconsin or in and outside
Wisconsin. See the example on page 14.

m Lines 13 and 20. Enter the partner’s share of the federal amount,
adjustment, and amount determined under Wisconsin law for each item.

If these amounts are allowable in computing an individual’s Wisconsin
itemized deduction credit, multiply the amounts on Schedule 3K, col-
umn d, by the partner’s profit and loss percentage and enter the result in
column d. For anonresident or part-year resident of Wisconsin, enter the
amount from column d in column e. Don't apply the apportionment per-
centage or use the amount determined by separate accounting, regardless
of the partner’s state of residence.

If the amounts are adjustments to Wisconsin income, instead of deduc-
tionsused in figuring theitemized deduction credit, multiply the amounts
on Schedule 3K, column d, by the partner’s profit and loss percentage
and enter the result in column d. For anonresident or part-year resident
of Wisconsin, figure the amount attributable to Wisconsin, using appor-
tionment or separate accounting as appropriate, and enter the result in
column e. Do not fill in column e for afull-year resident of Wisconsin, a
corporation, or another partnership.

15k in the same manner for partnerswho are full-year, part-year, or non-

Thefederal amountsin column b, adjustmentsin column ¢, and amounts
under Wisconsin law in column d, are computed by multiplying the
amounts from Schedule 3K by Partner C's 33.33% profit and loss per-
centage.

Compute the Wisconsin source amounts in column e in two parts: one
for the 90-day period that Partner C was aresident of Wisconsin and one
for the 275-day period that Partner C was a nonresident of Wisconsin.

The Wisconsin source amount of the ordinary income on line 1, column
e, is computed as follows:

Determining the Wisconsin Income of
Multistate Partnerships

A partnership that does business in Wisconsin and at least one other
state or foreign country must determine the amount of income attribut-
able to Wisconsin for purposes of figuring () its recycling surcharge
and (b) anonresident or part-year resident individual or fiduciary partner’s
share of partnership income taxable by Wisconsin. The partnership must
use either the apportionment method or the separate accounting method
to allocate a portion of itsincome to Wisconsin.

What IsApportionment

Under the apportionment method, a partnership shows all income and
deductions for the partnership as awhole and then assigns a part to Wis-
consin according to aformulathat determines Wisconsin net income.



Line-by-Line Instructions (continued)

Who Must UseApportionment

A partnership engaged in business in and outside Wisconsin is required
to report a portion of its total company net income to Wisconsin using
the apportionment method if its Wisconsin operations are a part of a
unitary business, unless the Department gives permission to use sepa-
rate accounting. To use the apportionment method, a partnership must
have business activity sufficient to create nexusin Wisconsin and at |east
one other state or foreign country.

“Nexus’ meansthat a partnership’s business activity is of such a degree
that the state or foreign country has jurisdiction to impose an income tax
or franchise tax measured by net income. Under Public Law 86-272, a
state can’t impose an income tax or franchisetax based on netincome on
apartnership selling tangible personal property if the partnership’s only
activity in the state is the solicitation of orders, which orders are ap-
proved outside the state and are filled by delivery from a point outside
the state.

What Isa Unitary Business

A unitary business is one that operates as a unit and can’t be segregated
into independently operating divisions or branches. The operations are
integrated, and each division or branch is dependent upon or contribu-
tory to the operation of the business as a whole. It isn’t necessary that
each division or branch operating in Wisconsin contribute to the activi-
ties of all divisions or branches outside Wisconsin.

What IsNonapportionablencome

Nonapportionable incomeisthat income whichisallocable directly to a
particular state. It includes income or loss derived from the sale of non-
business real or tangible personal property or from rentals and royalties
from nonbusiness real or tangible personal property. Thisincomeis as-
signed to the state where the property is located.

All income that is realized from the sale of or purchase and subsequent
sale or redemption of lottery prizesif the winning ticketswere originally
bought in Wisconsin shall be allocated to Wisconsin.

Total nonapportionable income (loss) is removed from total company
net income before the apportionment percentage is applied. The Wis-
consin nonapportionable income (loss) is then combined with the
Wisconsin apportionable income to arrive at Wisconsin net income.

What | sthe Apportionment Percentage

For unitary, multistate businesses (except direct air carriers, motor carriers,
railroads, sleeping car companies, pipeline companies, financial institu-
tions, brokers-dealers, investment advisers, investment companies,
underwriters, and tel ecommuni cations compani eswhose incomes are ap-
portioned by special rules of the Department), the apportionment
percentageis determined by the weighted average of the following three
ratios:

1. Wisconsin tangible property to total company (partnership) tangible
property, representing 10% of the apportionment percentage.

2. Wisconsin payroll to total company (partnership) payroll, represent-
ing 10% of the apportionment percentage.

3. Wisconsin sales to total company (partnership) sales, representing
80% of the apportionment percentage.

For most companies, the apportionment percentageis computed on Form
4B. However, direct air carriers, motor carriers, railroads, sleeping car
companies, pipeline companies, financial institutions, brokers-dealers,
investment advisers, investment companies, underwriters, and telecom-
munications companies should see Form 4B-1 and its instructions.

Part | - Nonapportionable Income (L 0ss)

m Line 1. Enter rents and royalties received on nonbusiness tangible
property in the appropriate column or columns. These are
nonapportionable and follow the situs of the property.

m Line 2. Enter any expenses that are directly or indirectly related to
rents and royalties reported on line 1. Since such income is
nonapportionable, the related expenses are nonapportionable.

m Line 4. Enter al profits and losses from disposals of nonbusiness
tangible property in the appropriate column or columns. Such profits
and losses are nonapportionable and follow the situs of the property.
Also enter on line 4 all income that is realized from the sale of or pur-
chase and subsequent sale or redemption of lottery prizesif the winning
tickets were originally bought in Wisconsin. This income is
nonapportionable and must be allocated to Wisconsin.

m Lineb5. Enter the total net nonapportionable income or loss for both
Wisconsin and the total company.

Part || - Apportionment Percentage

m Omission of a Factor — Check the box if you are omitting one of the
apportionment factors. If both the numerator and the denominator of a
factor are zero, the factor shall be eliminated from the apportionment
formula.

Where it is shown to the satisfaction of the Department that the use of
one of the three factors gives an unreasonable or inequitable final aver-
age ratio because the partnership does not employ the factor to any
appreciable extent in itstrade or businessin producing the income taxed,
the factor may, with the Department’s approval, be omitted in comput-
ing the partnership’s apportionment percentage.

If the numerator of the salesfactor is anegative number and the denomi-
nator isapositive number, a negative number, or zero, the salesfactor is
Zero.

For taxable years beginning in 2007, if one of the apportionment factors
is omitted, the remaining factors shall be weighted as follows:

« If either the property factor or the payroll factor isomitted, the other
factor shall represent 11.1111% of the apportionment fraction and
the salesfactor shall represent 88.8889% of the apportionment frac-
tion.

« If the sales factor is omitted, the property factor and the payroll
factor shall each represent 50% of the fraction.

m Lines 6 through 13. Enter the undepreciated original cost of tan-
gible property owned and used in producing apportionable income at
the beginning and at the end of the taxable year. Group the property into
the general categories listed for both Wisconsin and the total company.

Don't include construction in progress, idle property, or property used
in producing nonapportionable income. Such property isn’t used in the
production of apportionable income and, therefore, isn’t includable in
the property factor.

Exception: If any major acquisitions or dispositions occurred within the
taxable year, the average monthly balances of property may be used (or
required by the Department) instead of the average of the beginning and
ending balance. In this case, attach a separate schedule showing the cal-
culation rather than completing lines 6 through 13.
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m Line15. Multiply the net annual rental for property used in the pro-
duction of apportionable income by 8 and enter the result. “Net annual
rental” is the annual rental paid less any annual rental received from
subrentals unless this results in a negative or clearly inaccurate valua-
tion. Net annual rental doesn’t include incidental day-to-day expenses
such as hotel or motel accommodations, daily rentals of autos, or royal-
ties based on extraction of natural resources.

If the taxable year covers a period of less than 12 months, the net rent
paid for the short period must be annualized. However, if therental term
isfor less than 12 months, the rent must be adjusted accordingly.

L eases are given the same treatment in computing the property factor as
they are in computing net income. Leases that have been capitalized in
computing net income areincluded as property owned and used for prop-
erty factor purposes. All other |ease paymentsareincluded intherentals
times 8 computation.

m Linel7. Divideline 16, column a, by line 16, column b, and multi-
ply that amount by 100. Carry the result to 4 places to the right of the
decimal point.

m Line20. Enter, for Wisconsin and the total company, the compensa-
tion paid to the company’s own employees for the performance of
personal services. The compensation must be related to the production
of apportionable income. Compensation related to the operation, main-
tenance, protection, or supervision of property used in the production of
both apportionable and nonapportionable income or losses must be pro-
rated, and only the portion related to the production of apportionable
incomeisincluded for Wisconsin and the total company. Compensation
includeswages, salaries, commissions, and any other form of remunera-
tion paid to employees.

Compensation is paid in Wisconsin (included in the numerator of the
payroll factor) if —

» Theindividual’s service is performed entirely in Wisconsin.

» Theindividual's service is performed in and outside Wisconsin, but
the service performed outside Wisconsin is incidental to the
individual’s service in Wisconsin.

» A portion of the service is performed in Wisconsin and the base of
operations of the individual isin Wisconsin.

» A portion of the serviceis performed in Wisconsin and, if thereisno
base of operations, the place from which the individual’s service is
directed or controlled isin Wisconsin.

» A portion of the service is performed in Wisconsin and neither the
base of operations of the individual nor the place from which the
service isdirected or controlled isin any state in which some part of
the service is performed, but the individual’s residenceis in Wiscon-
sin.

e Theindividual is neither aresident of nor performs services in Wis-
consin but is directed or controlled from an office in Wisconsin and
returns to Wisconsin periodically for business purposes and the state
in which the individual resides doesn’t have jurisdiction to impose
franchise or income taxes on the employer.

An individual is considered to be performing a service in Wisconsin
during the year if that individual spends any portion of at least 5 days
during the partnership’s taxable year in Wisconsin performing services.

m Line 21. Enter management or service fees paid to arelated corpo-
ration for the performance of personal services. Thefeesmust berelated
to the production of apportionable income. Payments made to indepen-
dent contractors aren’t includable.

m Line23. Divideline 22, column a, by line 22, column b, and multi-
ply that amount by 100. Carry the result to 4 places to the right of the
decimal point.

m Lines26through 35. For purposes of the salesfactor, salesinclude,
but aren’t limited to, the following items related to the production of
apportionable income:

« Gross receipts from the sale of inventory.

« Gross receipts from the operation of farms, mines, and quarries.
e Gross receipts from the sale of scrap or by-products.

e Gross commissions.

¢ Gross receipts from personal and other services.

e Gross rents from real property or tangible personal property.

« Interest on trade accounts and trade notes receivable.

¢ A partner’s share of the partnership’s gross receipts or a member’s
share of the limited liability company’s gross receipts.

¢ Gross management fees.
¢ Gross royalties from income producing activities.
» Gross franchise fees from income producing activities.

“Gross receipts’ means gross sales less returns and allowances, plus
service charges, freight, carrying charges, or time-price differential
chargesincidental to the sales. Federal and state excise taxes, including
sales and use taxes, are included as part of the receiptsif the taxes are
passed on to the buyer or included as part of the selling price of the
product.

The following items are among those not included for sales factor pur-
poses:

e Gross receipts and gain or loss from the sale of tangible business
assets, except receipts from the sale of inventory, scrap, or by-prod-
ucts or from the operation of afarm, mine, or quarry.

e Gross receipts and gain or loss from the sale of nonbusiness real or
tangible personal property.

e Gross rents and rental income or loss from real property or tangible
persona property if that real property or tangible personal property
isn’t used in the production of business income.

« Royaltiesfrom nonbusinessreal property or nonbusinesstangible per-
sonal property.

e Proceeds and gain or loss from the redemption of securities.

 Interest, except interest on trade accounts and trade notes receivable,
and dividends.

e Gross receipts and gain or loss from the sale of intangible assets,
except inventory.

« Dividends deductible in determining net income.
e Gross receipts and gain or loss from the sale of securities.
¢ Proceeds and gain or loss from the sale of receivables.

« Refunds, rebates, and recoveries of amounts previously expended or
deducted.

« Foreign exchange gain or loss.

¢ Royaltiesand income from passive investmentsin patents, copyrights,
trademarks, trade names, plans, specifications, blueprints, processes,
techniques, formulas, designs, layouts, patterns, drawings, manuals,
and technical know-how.

e Pari-mutuel wager winnings and purses.
¢ Other items not includable in apportionable income.

Enter on lines26a and 26b the appropriate Wisconsin destination sales.
Gross receipts from the sales of tangible personal property, except sales
to the federal government, are Wisconsin sales if the property is deliv-
ered or shipped to a purchaser in Wisconsin. Sales of tangible personal
property picked up by the purchaser, or the purchaser’s agent, at the
seller’s Wisconsin business location and immediately transported to the
purchaser’s out-of -state business location aren’t Wisconsin sales. How-
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ever, if the seller doesn’t have nexus with the state in which the
purchaser’s business is located, the sales are “thrown back” to Wiscon-
sin asdiscussed | ater. Wisconsin sales include sales of tangible personal
property that are picked up by the purchaser, or the purchaser’s agent, at
the seller’s out-of -state business location and immediately transported
to the purchaser’s Wisconsin business location.

Enter on line 27a sales of tangible personal property delivered to the
federal government, including its agencies and instrumentalities, in Wis-
consinif the property isshipped from an office, store, warehouse, factory,
or other place of storage in Wisconsin. Salesto federal government lo-
cationsin Wisconsin, which are shipped from an office, store, warehouse,
factory, or other place of storage outside Wisconsin, aren't Wisconsin
sales.

Enter on line 27b sales of tangible personal property delivered to the
federal government, including its agencies and instrumentalities, out-
sideWisconsinif the property is shipped from an office, store, warehouse,
factory, or other place of storage in Wisconsin and the seller doesn’t
have nexus in the destination state. These sales are included in the nu-
merator of the sales factor at 50%.

Enter on line 27c sales, other than salesto the federal government, that
are “thrown back” to Wisconsin. These are sales of tangible personal
property shipped from an office, store, warehouse, factory, or other place
of storagein Wisconsin to astatein which the seller doesn’t have nexus.
“Throwback” sales are included in the numerator of the sales factor at
50%.

Enter on line 28 the “double throwback” sales. These are sales, other
than sales to the federal government, of tangible personal property by
an officein Wisconsin to a purchaser in another state, but not shipped or
delivered from Wisconsin, if the taxpayer doesn’t have nexusin (1) the
state from which the property is delivered or shipped, or (2) the destina-
tion state. “Double throwback” sales are included in the numerator of
the sales factor at 50%.

Note: For purposes of throwback sales and double throwback sales,
“state” means any state of the United States, the District of Columbia,
the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, and any territory or possession of
the United States. A foreign country isn't a state.

Enter on line 30a gross receipts from the use of computer software that
the purchaser or licensee uses at a location in Wisconsin. Computer
softwareis used in Wisconsin if the purchaser or licensee uses the soft-
ware in the regular course of business operations in Wisconsin, for
personal use in Wisconsin, or if the purchaser or licensee is an indi-
vidual whose domicileisin Wisconsin. If the purchaser or licensee uses
the computer software in more than one state, the gross receipts are
divided among those states having jurisdiction to impose an income tax
on the taxpayer in proportion to the use of the computer software in
those states. To determine computer software use in Wisconsin, the De-
partment may consider the number of users in each state where the
software is used, the number of site licenses or workstations in Wiscon-
sin, and any other factors that reflect the use of computer software in
Wisconsin.

Enter on line 30b gross receipts from the use of computer software if
the taxpayer is not subject to income tax in the state in which the gross
receipts are considered received, but the taxpayer’s commercial domi-
cileisin Wisconsin. “Commercial domicile” means the location from
which atrade or businessis principally managed and directed, based on
any factors the Department determines are appropriate, including the
location where the greatest number of employees of the trade or busi-
ness work, have their office or base of operations, or from which the
employees are directed or controlled. These gross receipts are included
in the numerator of the sales factor at 50%.
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Enter on line 32a gross receipts from services if the purchaser of the
service received the benefit of the service in Wisconsin. The benefit of
the service isreceived in Wisconsin if any of the following applies:

e The service relates to real property that islocated in Wisconsin.

e The service relates to tangible personal property that is located in
Wisconsin at the time that the service isreceived or tangible personal
property that is delivered directly or indirectly to customersin Wis-
consin.

e Theserviceisprovided to an individual who is physically present in
Wisconsin at the time that the serviceis received.

e Theserviceis provided to a person engaged in atrade or businessin
Wisconsin and relates to that person’s business in Wisconsin.

If the purchaser of a service receives the benefit of the service in more
than one state, the gross receipts from the service are included in the
numerator of the sales factor according to the portion of the service
received in Wisconsin.

Enter on line 32b gross receipts from services, if the taxpayer is not
subject to income tax in the state in which the benefit of the serviceis
received, to the extent that the taxpayer’s employees or representatives
performed services from alocation in Wisconsin. These gross receipts
areincluded in the numerator of the sales factor at 50%.

Enter on line 34, for both Wisconsin and the total company, other gross
receipts of apportionable income that are includable in the sales factor.

These grossreceipts are attributable to Wisconsin if theincome producing
activity that gives rise to the receiptsis performed in Wisconsin. If the
income producing activity is performed partly in and partly outside Wis-
consin, assign receipts to Wisconsin based on theratio of direct costs of
performancein Wisconsin to the direct costs of performancein all states
having jurisdiction to tax the business. For additional information, see
section Tax 2.39, Wisconsin Administrative Code.

m Line36. Divideline 35, column a, by line 35, column b, and multi-
ply that amount by 100. Carry the result to 4 places to the right of the
decimal point.

m Line 39. Add lines 19, 25, and 38. Enter the resulting percentage
here and on Form 3S, line 3, and on Schedule 3K-1, item N.

Separate Accounting

What |'s Separate Accounting

Under the separate accounting method, a partnership must keep sepa-
rate records of the sales, cost of sales, and expenses for the Wisconsin
business.

Who Must Use Separ ate Accounting

A partnership engaged in a nonunitary business in and outside Wiscon-
sin is required to determine the amount of income attributable to
Wisconsin by separate accounting. A nonunitary businessisoneinwhich
the operations in Wisconsin aren’t dependent upon or contributory to
the operations outside Wisconsin.

A unitary business may use separate accounting only with the approval
of the Department. An application for such approval must set forth, in
detail, the reasons why separate accounting will more clearly reflect the
partnership’s Wisconsin net income. It should be mailed to the Wiscon-
sin Department of Revenue, Mail Stop 5-144, P.O. Box 8906, Madison,
WI 53708-8906 before the end of the taxable year for which the use of
separate accounting is desired.
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Since a partnership does not compute its income in the same manner as
aregular (C) corporation, a nonunitary, multistate partnership cannot
use Form 4C to determineitsincome attributabl e to Wisconsin. Instead,
a partnership should prepare a 5-column schedule that provides the fol-
lowing information: (a) a listing of all of the distributive share items
from Wisconsin Schedule 3K, column a, and any supplemental sched-
ules, (b) the total amount from Wisconsin Schedule 3K, column d, for
each of the share items, (c) the amount from column b attributable to

Wisconsin, (d) the amount from column b attributable to other states,
and (e) the basis for the allocation. The schedule should aso include a
detailed explanation of how income and expenses were allocated in and
outside Wisconsin. For example, if the allocation is based on actual
expenses, write “Actua” in column e. If the allocation is based on the
percentage of sales at each location, enter the percentage in column e
and provide details on how the percentage was computed.
